OTTAWA, March 1%—In the house 
today Hon. Frank Oliver called atten- 
tion to the need of testing the tar 
sands of Nortnern Alberia. One of 
the great needs for the continued 
prosperity of the west, he said, was 
good material for making perma- 
roadways. it was of the ut- 
importance that the govern- 
should investigate the poss)bil- 
transporting these sands and 
practical use of them as a 
road building material. 

The proposal received the support 
of A. Dewitt Foster, King’s N.S., and 
Dr. A. Thompson, Yukon, The latter 
said that up te tne present it had not 
been possible to get capital interested 
because of the lack of transportation, 
but now a railway was being built 
into the north. He urged that the re- 
port of the official who had investi- 
gated these deposits and mining re- 
ports in general be printed more ex- 
peditiously. 

Mr. Coderre said that samples of 
tar sands had been secured by an of- 
ficial of the department and that they 
were being tested both in Ottawa and 
New York. The results would be pub- 
lished as soon ag possible. He agreed 
that mining reports should be issued 
promptly and promised that they 
would be in the future, 

Mr. Oliver commended the action of 
the department im having these tar 
sands investigated, but thought there 
had been too much delay in securing 
a report thereon. Two years would 
elapse ‘before anything practical could 
accomplished. He reiterated the 
desirability of prompt action owing 
to the value of this material for road

Life was a fight all the way for 
Wm. Paterson. Born in Hamilton, dn

Andrew Ferrier, D.D., of Caledonia, 
and by bim brought up and educated. 
At first he was a clerk in a grocery

PROVISIONS OF NEW 
COMPENSATION BILL 


Ontario Workmen to Be Protect- 
ed by Stringent Measure— 
Chief Provisicns 


Toronto, March 18.—The Work- 
man's Compensation Bill was intro- 
duced in the Ontario Legislature yes- 
terday afternoon by Hon. IL. B, Lucas, 


provincial treasurer. Following wre 
the chief provisions of the bill: 


Compensation for total dis- 
ability calls for weekly payment 
equal to fifty-five per cent. oft 
average wage for previous 12 
months, 

No contributions by employees 
to tunds, directly or indirectly. 

Heavy penalty to employers in 
case premiums are deducted 
from wages. 

“Waiting period’ set at seven 


days. Compensation only allow- 
ed if worker is off, @ue to aceci- 
dent, more-than seven days. 

Burial expenses, ¢ straight gift 
of $75 

Allowance 
where a widow or 
band is sole dependent; 
tional for each child up 
years. 

Farmers are only employers 
exempted from operation, accord- 
ing to the bill. 

Clerical staffs of all manufac- 
turing concerns inchuded under 
same liability and rates as other 
employees, 

Board of management to con- 
sist of three members, appointed 
for ten years each. 

Board to have exclusive juris- 
diction, Its decisions will not 
be subject to appeal or review in 
any court, nor can it be restrain- 
ed in any way by injunction or 
otherwise, 

Employers will be grouped for 
payments to accident fund.
